the best as far a* the “high cost of 
!iving” wasconceraed,and which would 
hardly compare with prices in Get­ 
tysburg m arkets today. 
In those days, more than a hundred 
years ago, whiskey was sold a t all 
grocery stores, ami for a dollar a man 
could take ho live a gallon. 
Tobacco 
was fifty cents a pound, cigars cost 
six: c e n ts a dozen, butter was 14 cents 
a pound, and eggs were 
listed ae 
worth 9 cents a dozen. 
Sh oos were 
high in price a t one or tw’o dollars 
a pair for the tx*st grade. 
Everything ( heap 
Livestock was considerably cheap­ 
er in 1817 than in the present day, 
as shown by the amount one “book 
custom er” was credited on his ac­ 
count for a small 
heifer and cow'.

Our domestic source of tannin, the 
American sumac, has never been prop­ 
erly developed, say officials of the de­ 
partment, although American sumac 
^contains practically as much tannin as 
the Sicilian variety. However, owing 
(to lack of care in gathering and curing 
•the leaves of this wild plant, which 
(grows In vast quantities on unculti­ 
vated land In the eastern and middle 
•western states, the domestic article 
mow on the market is inferior in qual­ 
ity and brings a lower price than the 
•imported article. 
Sumac Is used in 
fanning light-colored and special leath­ 
ers but unless the leaves are gathered 
Sat the proper time and properly pre- 
jpared for market, a darker color than 
that desired will be given the leathers 
'treated with It

Helm ann Mueller* Rudolf Bruits- 
cheid and Otto WVls, after w aiting all 
day Thursday to see the Chancellor 
and being shooed aw ay by H err Strcse- 
I mannas doctor, finally got into his bed­ 
room at 8:45. 
They had assembled 
the principal Socialists from all parts 
of Germany by telegraph to meet in 
the Reichstag a t 9 o’clock. 
Money Question Comes First 
Turning to the bedside, they asked 
Herr Stresem ann w hat was his an­ 
swer to-the Soc alists* ultim atum . He 


I replied: 
“The question of money is of much 
more importance than any other inner 
oolitical Question, and I have no time 
to talk about the m atter.” 
Obviously t was impossible to make 
a row with the Chancellor sick abed, 
so the three Socialists withdrew un-- 
satisfied and repaired to the Reich­ 
stag, where the assembled Socialist 
warty awaited them eagerly. 
“Sorry, gentlemen.” said Mueller, 
“but the Chancellor did not have time 
tonight to go into our ultim atum . He 
can think about nothing else but the 
wav the mark dropped on the bourse.” 
The Socialists certainly were not j 
prepared for any such piece of infor­ 
mation, but fortunately they have a 
sense of humor. 
They w ent home 
laughing 
ironically 
when 
Mueller 
went on to tell them that H err Streae* 
mann would consider their ultimatum 
today, after talking it over with all 
the non-Socialiat parties.

From a height of 71 degrees around 
noon, which was* a degree above sum­ 
mer heat, it already had fallen eleven 
degrees by six o’clock when it regis­ 
tered sixty degrees, induced by the 
rain which began to fall about four 
o'clock in the afternoon.

fell twenty more degrees over night, 
being caught at the 41 mark.
